The announcement was made by a spokesman for Union President 
John L. Lewis after lie had discussed with his district presidents in the 
Appalachian coal area the decision of southern producers last night to 
accept President Roosevelt’s proposal to reopen the mines. 
Tile union said it had received the notice from L Ebersole Gaines, 
I chairman oi the southern producers’ grouo. that the latter was willing 
to negotiate a new two-year agreement with thstoniners’ union, to be 
made retroactive to the date of resumption of roar production. 
.T he <nd of the month-old deadlock was buoyant news to worried 
defense officials, for it promised speedy replenishment of the dwindling 
fuel supplies winch threatened to cause major curtailment of arms pro­ 
duction in vital defense plants.
